MOUTRAN PASHA TO SAIL. 
Says Revolution is Coming in Turkey 
—Sultan Will Be Dethroned. 


Nahlé Moutran Pasha, a member of a 
very old and wealthy Turkish family 
who hag been at the Hotel Plaza for th> 
last month, will sail this morning on the 
French liner La Provence for Paris. He 
is a close friend of Rashid Effendi, 
brother of the present Sultan, Abdu! 
Hamid. and when the former is placed 
on the throne of Turkey in his broth«r's 
stead, which event will not be long 
postponed, according to Nahlé Moutran 
Pasha, the latter expects to have a hich 
pif%e in the new Government. In speak 
ing of the present conditions tn Turkey 
last night, the Pasha, through an Inter- 
preter, said: 

“The situation In Turkey is alarming 
The Young Turks Party ia in power, but 
they are divided. There are two elements 
—the radicals and conservatives I am 
certain there will be a renewal of the 
Macedonia revolts. The Young Turks are 
losing their grip. They are verging 
despotism and abusing their powers. The) 
are riding roughshod over the Sultan, 
which is causing the enmity of the re- 
ligious element." 

The Pasha said that the German Am- 
bassador helped the Sultan fn negoilating 
the loan of the 4,000,000 livres recently 
obtained from the Deutsche Bank. He 
thinks the conservative faction will assert 
itself and that Rashid Effendi will be 
made Sultan in place of his brother. 

Nahié’ Moutran Pasha said there were 
250,000 Syrians in this country, many 
whom were citizens, and he had told the 
editors of Syrian papers here to urge 
them to vote for Taft.

The plan which it is understood the Pub- 
lic Service Commission looks upon. with 
favor is accompanied by detailed statistics | 
anad arguments, which in part read as 


follows: 


The commerce of the Port of New York 
requires a solution of the freight problem 
that will abvolish change of bulk on the 
water front, and thus afford space for the 
expansion of steamship traffic, expedite 
deliveries, afford interchange of freight, 
reduce harbor congestion, improve accesst- 
bility of the water front to the public, and 
decrease cost of freight distribution and 
subdistribution. 

Taking tnto account all fixed charges and 


costs of operation, the plan promt per- 
mits the dietribution of freight, mall, and 
express, and the disposal of the waste prod- 
ucts of the tity at much less than present 
costs, so that after paying a fair return on 
the investment it is estimated there would 
be net savings and profits to shippers, car- 
riers, investors, and the public of a sum in 
excess of $15,000,000 per annum. 

The officers of the Amsterdam Company 
say that in addition to the pecuniary re- 
turn the plan would solve the west side 
problem, securing to the city the benefits 
of an elimination of track at grade in 
city streets, abolition of steam locomo- 
tives, and the betterment of the park dis- 
tricts; render feasible rai! connections to 
industries and the water front; avoid in- 
terference with the use of the marginal 
ways for passenger rallways; relieve the 


city streets from vehicular traffic, thus 

ucing noise, cost of pavement repairs, 
congestion of sidewalks and vements, 
delays in street cars, and cost of reet 
cleaning and disposal of waste ucts, 
relieve congestion and unce ntles of 
harbor navigation; make practica the 
a to nhattan Island of all rail- 
roads by rail connection direct to ship- 
pers; release docks and piers from rall- 
road uses, thus permitti their oecupa- 
tion for the expansion of water 
traffic and thereby facilitating the com- 
merce of the port. 

The commission referred the proposition 
to its counsel. It is understood the interests 
connected with the scheme are ready to 
build and operate the road without any 
financial assistance from the city.

HARD REPUBLICAN

INDIANAPOLIS, Sept. 30. — Notwith- 

standing the tremendously active cam- 
paign that ig being waged in Indiana 
by both the Republicans and the Demo- 
crats, the final outcome will depend prin- 
cipally upon two factors, the stand 
of the labor vote and the unity or lack 
of it in the Democratic Party. 
__Indiana has the reputation of going Re- 
publican whenever there is a first-class 
fight on, and of going Democratic only 
when the party is absolutely united. The 
fight is here this year, all right, and 
the Republicans are in it up to their 
eyes, The differences that marked their 
campaign in the early part of the year 
may not have been composed as yet, but 
they have been dropped for the time be- 
ing, just quietly set to one side, while all 
factions join hands in going at the com- 
mon Democratic enemy. 

There is no question that all the fighting 
men have their coats off and are pushing 
for the centre of the mé@lée. It takes but 
a glance at the Republican headquarters 
to see that things are fairly humming. 
There is considerably more evidence of 
bustling and successful activity here than 
there is about the National Headquarters 
in New York. 


Democrats Are Still Troubled. 


There is not quite the same atmosphere 
about the Democratic headquarters here, 
and the indications and evidence are that 
the Democrats have not achieved the 
same measure of success in patching up 
party differences for the campaign that 
the Republicans have. The Democrats 
were unfortunate at the start by getting 
on the wrong side of the temperance 
issue. To be sure, they did, and are 
doing their best to show that there was 
no essential difference between their 
stand and that of the Republicans. They 
were for local option as well as the Re- 
publicans. The difference was that they 
wanted the township and ward to be the 
option unit, instead of the county, which 
was favored by the Republicans. 

Now there isn’t such a tremendous lot 
of difference between those two positions, 
but the Democrats were hamstrung in 
the very beginning by the fact that the 
brewers and liquor interests generally 
promptly adopted them as champions and 
lined them up perforce on the wrong 
side of the issues. It availed the Dem- 
ocrats absolutely nothing to shout that 
they, too, were for local option as long 
as everybody who could see anything 
knew that the liquor men were on their 
side and contributing liberally to their 
fight, 


Tagenrt Harts the Party. 


And then all chance of even affecting a 
similarity of position to that of the Re- 
publicans was destroyed by the open ap- 
pearance here of Thomas Taggart, In- 
diana’s member of the Democratic Na- 
tional Committee and National Chairman 
four years ago, heading the fight against 
the Republican bill. Taggart took personal 
charge of the contest for the Democrats, 
and he had with him the Democratic 
State Chairman and several other prom- 
inent Democratic leaders of the State. 
They worked every device they could 
think of not only to keep the Democrats 
lined up solidly against the county option 


bill, but also to persuade as many Repub- 
licans as possible to break away from 
their party on the proposition.

In fact, if 
anything is certain it is that they will not 
lose the whole vote. Already they have a 
good many influential labor men on their 
side who are working with all their might. 
And in the time that remains a good deal 
both be pressure and of argument may be 
exerted. 


Gompers Again Defies Courts, 


The labor men are showing a more bit- 
ter and vigorous feeling than ever before, 
and there is no doubt that the leadership 
of Samuel Gompers, President of the 
American Federation of Labor, is enthu- 


siastically indorsed by the great majority 
of them. The injunction issue is tremen- 
dously popular. 

Gompers addressed a meting here last 
night, and his defiance of the injunction 
issued against him in Washington was the 
most popular thing he did or said. They 
cheered him to the echo when he de- 
clared in almost the exact language that 
sent Phelan to jail in Cincinnati fourteen 
years ago that he might go to jail for 
eee he said, but he would keep on talk- 
ng.

GOV. HASKELL AGAIN 
ASSAILS PRESIDENT 


He Asks Permission to Print a 
Roosevelt Letter on the 
Whisky Traffic. 


FAVORS TO STANDARD OIL 


Alleges That President Has Violated 
His Own Order in Allotment 
of Indian Lands. 


GUTHRIE, Okla., Sept. 30.—Gov. Charles 
N. Haskell, formerly Treasurer of the 
Democratic National Committee, to-night 
gave out a long letter to President Roose- 


velt, repeating his published defense to 
the charges made against him in recent 
statements of the President. 

The letter is full of caustic personall- 
ties, Among other things Gov. Haskell 
says: 

“You have clearly demonstrated by 
hearsay documgnt and by vacillatng from 
one charge to another, by admitting that 
various of your charges were without in- 
formation, and therefore abandoned, and 
yet without displaying the manhood to 
apologize for the former untruthful state- 
ment that you seek another igsue. 

“It leads me to assert that I shell 
week justice against you before the people 
and in a court not subject to your domi- 
nation, Frankly speaking, I could have 
arrived at no other conclusion than thet 
you, in your reckless partisanship and 
disregard for the rights of others, would 
pack a court or fix a jury. 


Demands Government Records. 


“In the office of the Interior Department 
the records wilk speak as between us. I 
say that you granted that [Prairie Oll 
Company] franchise. I say that you did 
it at the solicitation of Senator Depew 
and others and that within a few days 
thereafter, chiefly by gubscriptions of 
Standard Oil men, according to Mr. Har- 
riman, the sum of $260,000 in cash was 
added to your campaign fund.

BRYAN AND TAFT COMPARED

ator Henry Cabot Lodge, replying to “~ 
recent letter of ex-Secretary Olney n 
defense of Bryan. He says in part: 

“The proposition in which the whole 
letter may practically be summed UP, 
and which Mr. Olney Jakors to demon- 
strate, is that every opponent of Mr. 
Roosevelt's policies ought to vote for 
Mr. Bryan. If Mr. Bryan were opposed 
to Mr. Roosevelt's policies the argument 
could be as easy as it would be unan- 
swerable. 

“But Mr. Bryan is asserting steadily 
that he is the true heir of the Roosevelt 
policies and the only man who will 
really carry them out.

“Upon Mr. Olney’s attack upon the 
President and his Administration in re- 
gard to our foreign policy a word may 
properly be sald.

“Whether under the name of sanatoria 


cr hospifals, every possible provision 
should be made, particularly by the State, 
for taking care of each and every casd of 
advanced conzumption without exception. 
The unfortunate syfferer, when his iliness 
has progressed beyond a certain stage, 
should no longer be left free to choose 
whether or not he will leave his home, 
| but should be made to enter a hospital or 
sanitarium. 

“This may perhaps seem a harsh prop- 
osition, but it appears rot likely that ex- 
|cept by such means and methods any 
' perceptible ixroad can be made upon the 
extent of the scourge and the expecta- 
tion be indulged In that its ravages may 
become effectively reduced. 


Duty of the State. 


“The duty of making adequate aad 
sufficient provision for the great number 
of advanced consumptives found particu- 
larly in large communities should fa'l 
|upon the State, and it were wefl if the 
‘private hospital and sanatoria withdrew 
; entirely from the care of the advanced 
consumptive. . 
| “On the other hand, the State and mu- 


nicipality are not 80 advantageously sit- 
uated for looking after the phthisis pa- 
tient in the early stage, who needs very 
careful and scientific treatment, if he is 
to have a reasonable chance for a cure. 
Private philanthropy should, because of 
this, interest itself to a lareer exten: 
than {is already the case In the making 
of provision for the incipient and early 
sufferer from consumption. It is, there- 
fore, greatly to be hoped that possessors 
of wealth will be most lberal in ther 
contributions and bequests to institutions 
and sanatorja.”’ 

Mr. Schiff’ summarized jis conclusions 
as follows: 

“That the private hospital and esana- 
toria exclude from admission advanced 
and incurable consumptive patients. 

“That the State make ample and ade- 
quate provision for the proper care of 
sufferers from advanced and incurable | 
consumption, and that the isolation of 
phthisis sufferers In advanced stage be 
made compulsory by law, though in a 
manner which shall accomplish this with 
the greatest peasible consideration for the 
sensibility of the pee.

Dr. Koch Reiterates His Views. 


That his declaration at the British con- 
gress on tuberculosis in London in 1901 
that human beings may be infected by 
bovine tubercle bacilli, but serious diseases 
from this cause occur very rarely, have 


undergone no modification, was ¢ 
phasized by Dr. Robert Koch, the eminent 
authority, to-day. 

Dr. Koch stated that he still entertains 
the opinion he then expressed, and which 
hag been reinforced as the result of ex- 
periments conducted after making the 
statement which attracted so much at- 
tention in the scientific world. While ad- 
mitting that human beings may be 
fected by bovine tubercle bacilli, Dr. 
Koch said to-day that ‘‘ up to date in no 
case of pujmonary tuberculosis in man 
has the tubercle bacillis of the bovine 
type been definitely demonstrated.” 

He still holds that pulmonary tubercu- 
losis {g produced by the tubercle bacilll 
of the human type exclusively, and de- 
clared that our regulations for combating 
tuberculosis must by all means be directed 
against that source of the disease. He 
made known to-day for the first time} 
that, in view of the great importance of | 
this phase of the question, he Intended to | 
undertake as soon as feasible experiments | 
along this line on a broad scale. 

‘At the same time I wish to make my | 
plea to other tuberculosis workers in or- | 
der that many cases as possible may be | 
examined," said Dr.-Koch, “to join me vis- | 
orously in this task.

Logic of Dulluess. 
Most of the traders, whether profes- 


+ sional or otherwise, are willing to admit 


that just now they are content not to in- 
crease their market commitments, They 
do not gay clearly whether it is the possi- 
bility of a political scare or the reverse 
that influences them, but presumably 
their theory is that in view of the un- 
certainty it is just as well to wait 
awhile. Professional traders do not feel} 
called upon to be in and out of the market 
every day, and while they find it irksome 
they have sense 
enough to realize that the waiting game 
is often quite as profitable as the more 
active one. The average trader in a brok- 
erage office is much influenced by the 
ticker. One man asserts that his commit- 
ments, that is his daily purchases and 
sales, are always in proportion to the ve- 
locity of the ticker wheels. He says s that 
this has an influence on him which he 
cannot resist. When the market is active 
he trades actively, sometimes out of pro- 
portion to his own desires. Presumably 
the same thing might be said of every 
good trader, and that is why, when there 
ig a tendency to dullness, the individual 
trader in any office appears to be afraid 
to be an exception to the rule.

Decreased Bank Clearings. 


Figures showing the bank clearings at 
gome of the important centres, notably 
New York, Boston, Baltimore, and Phila- 
delphia, indicate a big falling off. In fact | 
the reduction was so sharp that it occa- 
sioned some comment yesterday, and | 
very little “explanation was offered that | 
eould be regarded as worth while. Just 
what influence the lessening activity in | 
the speculative markets exerted is a ques- | 
tion, but the point that traders would like 
to see cleared up whether it means 
that there has been a decrease in business 
activity.

<nter-State Commerce Commis- 
-,* sion Wins Victory Over 
Southern Pacific. 


 ROAD’S LAWYERS TO FIGHT 


Will Ask Privilege of Resubmitting | 
the Case and Hope for Fa- 
vorable Decision. 


Special to The New York Times. 

®AN FRANCISCO, Cal., Sept. 30.—The 
Wnited States Circuit Court this morning 
pustained the demurrer entered by the 
Inter-State Commerce Commission to the 
Southern Pacific’s application for an in- 
junction to prevent the enforcement of the 
commission freight rate on rough, green 
fir lumber from the Willamette Valley to 
fan Francisco. This decision covers a 
point never before settled by a Federal 
court. In substance it settles the con- 
stitutionality of the Inter-State Commerce 
‘act in that it grants the right of the com- 
mission to fix rates for the future and 
protects the commission from a judicial 
review of its action unless a complaining 
carrier makes allegations which go be- 
yond the charge that a rate is unjust or 
unreasonable. 

The Southern Pacific’s lawyers have no 
intention of giving up the fight. They 
admit that the commission has drawn 
first blood, but they believe that when 
they return to the attack to-morrow 
morning amending their bill according to 
permission granted them by the court, 
they will be able to force a reconsidera- 
tion of the question and wring from the 
Circuit Judges another opinion more fa- 
vorable to the company’s cause. 

The railroad’s attorneys do not admit 
that the adverse decision rendered to- 
day locks them out of court, nor do they 
intend to rest on the assumption that all 
“their arguments on the alleged unconsti- 
tutionality of the commission’s position 
‘have been worthless. 

; hen they appear in court to-morrow 
morning they hope to get the permission 
te renew the debate, believing that a dis- 
cussion of the case in more concrete form 
will result in a substantial victory. The 
Bouthern Pacific lawyers believe that 
they have strong precedent in their con- 
tention. They quote the United States 
os agueny Court ruling in the import rate 

?, and the Circuit Court decision 
in the orange routing case as authority 
for their view that a have the right to 
®@ judicial review of the freight rate ques- 
tion, when it is shown that the rate fixed 
by the commission is so unjust and un- 
reasonable that it amounts almost to con- 
fiscation. 

They will not admit that it is confisca- 
tion, but they aver that when a rate gives 
the carrier an infinitesimal profit, hardly 


more than bare operating expenses, it is 
entitled to relief. ;

To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In justice to Capt. Williamson and _ the 
crew of the Commonwealth, I feel got 
you will be glad to give prominence 
the following statement, based on the in- 
vestigation of what happened immediate- 
ly after the collision between that steam- 
er and the Volund. 

The long-established routine of this cor- 
poration demands the following quick 
sequence of duties in case of collision: 

First. The holding of steamers together 
as long as safety will permit to allow the 
crew of the wounded vessel to escape to 
the less injured one. 

The immediate examination of 
our steamer to determine whether or not 
she is in a sinking condition. 

Third. While the above is 
the detail of the regular boats’ crews to 
their stations under the pilot, but the 
boats not to be placed in the water until 
such time as it is determined whether or 
not they must be used for our own pas- 
sengers. 

This routine was quickly and promptly 
executed. The examination of the hull 
concluded, showing that the Common- 
wealth was safe, the signal for lowering 
boats was given, and, the proper depart- 
ment having previously been notified to 
awaken the passengers, the order passed 
to place only such boats in the water as 
were essential to rescue the crew of the 
Volund. The steward’s crew followed the 
routine of knocking on the doors and 
were ready to give instructions to the 
passengers as to the manner of putting 
on life preservers. This instruction is a 
part of our weekly drill, and was carried 
out quietly. 

The following conditions

RECORD OF ANTI-TRUST CASES 


Figures Showing Prosecutlons Since 
1889 Given Out. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 30.—The Depart- 
ment of Justice to-day issued a revise 
statement, giving in pamphlet form sum- 
maries of the record to date of all civil 
and criminal cases instituted by the Uni- 
ted States under the Sherman Anti-Trust 
law of July 2, 1890, and the act to regu- 
late commerce approved Feb. 4, 1887, as 
amended, included the Elkins act. 

The statement gives the following sum- 
Forencge of cases under the anti-trust 
laws: Four bills in equity and three in- 
dictments under President Harrison's ad- | 
ministration from 1889 to 1893; four bills 
in equity, two informations, and two 
indictments under President Cleveland's 
second administration from 1893 to 1897; 
three bills in equity under President 
McKiniey-#—edministration from 1897 to 
Sept. 14, 1901, and eighteen bills in equity 
and one forfeiture proceeding in civil 
| cases, and twenty-five criminal indict- 
iments and two-proceedings in contempt 
criminal cases under President Rosevelt’s 
Administrations from Sept. .14, 1901, to 
|date. The fines imposed in these cases 
| discounted to $147,000. 

The summary of cases under the Inter- 
State Commerce act shows one indict- 
ment during President's first term, and 
| thirty-five indictments, five convictions, 
nol-prosseq cases, seven quash- 
ed, one dismissed, and four acquittals 
|}under President Harrison’s Administra- 
tion. 
| Under President Cleveland's second 
there were nineteen indictments which re- 
sulted in nine convictions, dismissal, 
one nolle prossed, three quashed, and one 
j}acquittal, seventeen petitions to enforce 
orders of commission and one petition to 
| re »strain defendants from making discrim-
